Boston, Mass., June 15.—Sometime 
during the present month the first at 
tempt to cross the Canadian line in a 
balloon is to be made by three Bo: 
ton men Charles J, Gilden, the weal 
known aeronaut and automobilist, 
Prof. W. H. Pickering, of Harward 
university, and Jay B. Benton, They 
will make their start from Pittseld 
in the balloon Massachusetts and en- 
deavor to remain in the air for some- 
thing like twenty hours at the end 
of which time they expect to be well 
over the Canadian border vii their trip 
to the city of Montreal, 

That portion of the flight across the 
northern section of the United States 
will be made at night, the start being 
scheduled for early evening, thus af- 
fording them ten more hours 07 durk- 
ness for their trial. This is because 
of the fact that the night hours being 
steadier in temperature, and thereby 
having less effect on the gas, are more 
favorable for the successful manag 
ment ahd manipulation of balloor 
than ate those of the daytime. 


Freight Rates on Coal. 

A resolution from Moose Jaw dealt 
with freight rates on coal. It pointed 
to the inereased settlement of the 
country and to the important place 
which eoal oceupied in the list of 
commodities and urged a general re- 
duction in the rates from the mines. 
Many figures were quoted in support 
of it and these went to show that a 
large tmajority of the towns’ in the 
west suffered from diserimination in 
freight tariffs. The railway commis- 
sion was named as the body which 
would provide the remedy. Lanigan 
pointed out, however, that this course 
would put the railways on the defen- 
sive and that he suggested consulta- 
tion with the railway companies, first. 
Shaw also stated the willingness of 
the railways to co-operate with busi- 
ness organizations in arranging a set- 
tlement of grievances in regard to 
rates and other matters. The final 
draft of the resolution instructed the 
executive of the associated boards to 
take up the question of coal rates with 
the railway companies and failing sat- 
isfaction there to’go on to the railway

Bir,—A letter was published op Sat- 
urdsy last re the hospital question 
in which the writer made the state- 
ment that in making the grant ‘of 
$50,000 towards the erection of a new 
hospital the city was committing it- 
self to sustaining the hospital after- 
wards and that this would cost $50, 
000 a year. The statement is so 
ridiculous that it is seareely worthy 
of notice, As the bylaw is now draft. 
ed the city will be committed to no 
financial responsibility to the hos. 
pital, exeept the raising of $50,000 
for the building only. The repayment 
of this amount will be spread over 
forty yeers. Commissioner Butchart 
informs me that the tax will amount 
to 13 3-5 cents a year for each one 
thousand dollars of assessment on a 
fotal assessment of $20,000,000, It 
will thus be seen how small the an- 
nual burden will be for the great ma- 
jority of the ratepayers, + 

Regarding the upkeep of the hos- 
pital, our experience so far has shown 
that the ordinary sources of revenue 
pay the runing expenses under care- 
ful management. These sourees  in- 
clude private donations, regular gov- 
ernment grants, and receipts from 
pay patients, They will not provide 
for building and equipment aud the 
interest charges qpnnected therewith. 
Hence the necessity for public and 
private gifts to put up and furnish a 
building to meet the reasonable re- 
quirements of the city and the sur- 
rounding country in this respect. 

The Women’s Hospital Aid have 
undertaken the furnishing of the new 
hospital, which is alone expected to 
cost about $50,000, They have already 
given ample proof of their earnestness 
in this work by raising between $5,000 
and $6,000 since the begining of this 
year, he new building will cost ap- 
proximately $150,000. Of this amount 
we are asking the city to grant §$50,-

Saskatoon, June 16—Railway ques- 
tions occupied the whole attention of 
the convention of boards of trade 
this morning. Freight claims came 
up for consideration first, and many 
complaints were uttered with regard 
to the dilatoriness und lack of con- 
sideration on the part of railways in 
dealing with the grievances of ship- 
pers, The original resolution suggest- 
1 radical action in the way of Do- 
minion legislation, but this was ton- 
ed down. It was decided to request 
railway companies to so instruct their 
officials that bona fide freight claims, 
large or smail, be settled speedily, that 
freight should not be collected on 
shipments not delivered, and that in- 
terest be added to freight claims from 
the date of presentation to the date of 
settlement at the rate of six per cent. 
per annum, Another resolution from 
Moose Jaw urged a general reduction 
in freight on coal from the mines for 
the benefit of the consumer, This was 
discussed at great length and when 
the hour for adjournment arrived it 
was still before the house. The dele- 
gates were the guests of the Canadian 
elub at luncheon.

To settle once and for all the ques 
tion of the site for the new hospital, 
the board has decided to take a bal- 
lot on the question on the day of the 
voting on the hospital bylaw.

T. Moore, ex-M.L.A., of Red Deer, 
sums up the Canadianship and the 
Britishship of the west. Mr. Moore 
has been in Montreal for a few days 
on business, 

“We have a large number of forme 
lowans in the country around us," ¢ 
he said. “They are splendid farmers. 
They have been through the same ex- 
perience before, and they have capi- 
tal, Some of them have bought a 
quarter of a million dollars into the 
Dominion. And there is no doubt cf 
their loyalty, I know one who was 
chaffed with not being a British citi- 
zen He replied: ‘If IT am not a 
British citizen, T am an orphan; for I 
have foresworn my allegiance to the 
United States. T have sworn allegi- 
ance to the King and I mean it.’” 

Mr. Moore believes the west will fur- 
Nish the eavalry for the Canadian 
army. ‘In every town of any size 
there is now a-squadron of light 
horse,”’ he stated, “The movement 
for those mounted troops has cone in 
just in time. The old cowboys have 
not yet died out, and these squadrons 
will keep up the tradition and the 
training, The west wil! be the school 
of cavairy as the seaboard will be the 
school for our navy.” 

As to the outlook for the wheat, Mr, 
Moore is sanguine “Every year,” 
he declared, “they say that the wheat 
is backward in the spring. Western 
wheat is always backward until July. 
Until then it grows underground, put 
ting out its roots and then in July 
it pushes out with vigor. The growth 
before July does not show, but it is 
absolutely necessary to the life of the 
plant. 

“Fall wheat,” he added, “has been 
grown about Red Deer for twenty 
years I know one man who has 
grown it every year for that period 
und has never had a failure. Fall 
wheat can be grown forty or fifty 
miles north of Red Deer.” 

Red Deer has grown rapidly in the 
last few years, It now has a popula- 
tion of 2,500. It has electric light, 
waterworks and telephones All are 
owned by one company, which has a 
25-year franchise, for which it 
the. municipality nothing.

Editor Bulletin 

Sir,—I was delighted

f the questions under deliberation 

My reason for throwing out this 
suggestion is, because, the lecturer 
ibove referred to, in discussing the 
above question, while contributing 
much useful and interesting informa- 
tion, upon a most complex problem. 
was, to my thinking, absolutely astray 
on some of his conclusions. In fact 
the address was as remarkable for its 
inisleading assumptions as it was oth 
erwise instructive and timely. Not 
that the writer claims a monopoly of 
brains, but, so far as a limited educa- 
tion and a varied experience of life 
enables me to understand these pro 
‘ems I entirely dissent from the lee- 
turer’s conclusions and crave the in- 
dulgence of your space to, prove that 
they are not only in conflict with the 
facts, but that the substance of his 
address was nothing short of an at 
tack upon the immigration policy of 
the Dominion government. 

I have not the time, and you have 
not the space, to deal with all the 
heresies which he enunciated, and 
hall, therefore, confine myself to the 
three main weaknesses of lis address 
The first was in the insinuation that 
the foreigners who are settling our 
prairies are necessarily actuated by 
lower ideals than the British immi- 
grant. In this connection he depre- 
cated the ery of “Canada for the Can- 
adians,” preferring that it should be 
replaced by a demand for ‘Canadian 
iam.”” What this new brand of im- 
perialism is he neglected to indicate— 
but he did not fail to make it clear 
that, according to his reasoning, the 
ideals of the foreign settlers are in- 
ferior to those of the English speak- 
ing races. 

What are these ideals, newly brand- 
ed as “Canadianism”? Are not the 
impulses of all, primarily, and neces- 
sarily so, practical, rather than theo- 
reteal; economic, and not political; 
bread and butter first and other things 
afterwards, All come with a desire 
to improve their industrial conditions 
and to utilize the privileges of greater 
opportunities which this last new, 
iree land affords; of making the future 
brighter for their offspring and their 
particular relations and iriends,across

RE CARPENTERS LIVING IN 

EDMONTON. 
Editor Bulletin. 

Dear Sir,—Would you kindly insert 
the following as we think during pre- 
sent dispute it is only fair to the 
public in general to have an under- 
standing as to employment and geti- 
eral conditions of carpenters in Ed- 
monton, 

Owing to climatic conditions, ete., 
the average employment for carpent- 
ers is only 156 days per year, consid- 
ered at a daily wage of $3.36, amounts 
to $624. This renresents his yearly 
wage, which, if distributed over all 
the working days of the year, am- 
ounts to $1.68 per day. The expendi 
ture for the average carpenter's fam- 
ily, consisting of four persons, arr- 
ounts to $624 per year, paying $12 
per month house rent and $10 per 
week for food and house supplies. 

He receives $524 per year wages anid 
spends $624. This leaves a deficit 
of $100 to be made up as he may. 
This makes no provision for clothing, 
sickness or other incidentals common 
to family life. 

Therefore, to the reasonable think 
ing public of the city it will prove 
that the local carpenters are not seek- 
ing any exhorbitant wage.

Honolulu, June 14.—The situation 
growing out of the indictment by the 
grand jury of the seventeen leaders 
in the strike of Japanese plantation 
laborers, took an international turn 
today, when M. Negoro, of the eaitor- 
ial staff of the Jiji, a local Japanese 
publication, who wes taken into cus- 
tody when the office of that paper was 
raided by the authorities last Friday, 
made formal complaint to the Japan- 
ese Foreign Office of the violation of 
his treaty righta. The alleged viola- 
tion of his treaty rights as a Japancse 
subject he sets forth in his complaint 
consists in the search of his office ant 
the seizure of his private papers and 
documents without due process of law. 

The Territorial District Attorney 
admits that search and eeizure were 
made by force of arms and without 
search warrants or process of law, 
but contends that the papers seized 
contained evidence of criminal pur- 
pose and that the courts of the ter- 
ritpry are open to Negoro for redress

U. S. Man Drops Quest for Siberian 
Gold, 
Seattle, June 16—Jafet Lindeberg, 


the Nome millionaire, who also owns 
rich California mines, announced to- 
day that he had given up his contest 
with the Russian government over 
the seizure of his claims and gold in 
the Anadir country, Siberia, and 
would make no further effort to mine 
in Siberia. 

Lindeberg, who incorporated the Pi- 
oneer company, had prospectors out 
for months until they struck rich dig- 
gings on Nadeau creek, where they 
took out $10,000 in 18 days. The Rus- 
sian government of the province, get- 
ting knowledge of the American suc- 
cess sent a gunboat to Lindeberg, 
where the officers seized the $10,000 of 
dust and a large quantity of whale- 
bone, The seizure was made for 4l- 
leged violation of the terms of the 
concession under which sale of gold 
was to be made only to the Russian

Turning «up 
the hill again one passes through 4 
really beautiful garden, resembling 
very closely the Bors de Boulogne of 
Paris, with the difference that the 


Vildiz garden lies on a steep slope. 
The park is divided by a valley 
through which an artificial water 


channel ia laid, with eight little cas- 
cades over which the water tambles, 
splashes, and «parkles in the sun- 
shine. The cool shade of the foliage 
and the silence of the sorroundings 
are very delightful, and form a start- 
ling contrast to the noisy, dusty city 
without the walls. Leaving the shade 
with a sigh of regret one moves on 
to Abdul Hamid’s porcelain factory 
where forty skilled workmen turned 
out beautiful vases and porcelain for 
the late Sultan. The building now 
lies empty and desolate, and sealed 
like the others, but one could see 
completed vases, some of enormous 
size, others newly moulded and ready 
for the kilns, One large vase, beai 
ing the likeness of Prince Burhaned- 
din, the Sultan’s favorite son, stands 
smashed and broken—the only act of 
vandalism with which one can tax the 
invading troops. 

Yet a little further up and the Yeni 
Bageheh (the new garden) is reached 
from which a superb view can be had 
up and down the Bosphorus, over 
Seutari and Chamliia hills. In this 
garden there is a pretty little three- 
storeyed kiosk, painted in white and 
green, where the late Sultan used fre. 
quently to go to enjoy the view and 
the cool air of a summer evening, 
Here, too, in various enclosures are 
specimens of deer brought from vari- 
ous parts of the world—I noticed a re- 
markably fine specimen of an Indian 
eambour, with a fine “head’’ still in 
the ‘‘velvet’—some ostriches and cia- 
sowary. Apart from these animals 
a complete farmyard exists, sheep 
and goats, bulls, milch cows, and 
fowls, and even the necessary donkey, 
This enclosure was the special care 


of the notorious Nadir Agha. To 
complete this part of the grounds 
Abdul Hamid seized the ancient 


cemetery of Ortakeuy and enclosed 
the greater part of it within his walls 
Now it is covered with a pine forest. 
Throughout the garaen winding paths 
lead under beautiful trees of every 
description, which at this season af 
the year are in thesr prime of fresh 
spring green. Within the walls, and 
just a little way from the gate, stand 
the zoological gardens, eleven cages 
for lions and tigers and other savage 
beasts, well constructed and beauti 
fully finished, but now without their 
eccupants, which were removed some 
time ago to Beylerbey Palace.
